At about J:**? A.K. Kovember 2k, I963 Mr. Naweoma of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation called thia offioo and stated his office 
had received as anonynous call fron a nale individual indicating 
that a group wae going to kill Oswald that day, that night or the 
following day. Caller stated that ho did not want any officer hurtt 
that wao the reason for the call, but they wore going to Icill 
Oswald and there was nothing anyone could do about it. 

Subsequently about 5»00 A.f. or 5i30 A.M. I called Captain Frita 
at home and related substance of the threatening call. Captain 
Frita told BO Chief Curry wao handling the transfer of Oswald and 
suggested X call hia. 

Between 5:30 A.M. and 5i'»5 iJeputy Cox or Coy, exact nano 

unknown, of the Dallas Sheriff's Office called this office and 
stated that Sheriff jJeoJter had instructed him to call the Dallas 
Police Department and request that Chief Ourry call bin about the 
transfer of Oswald. The iJeputy Sheriff indicated Sheriff Becker 
wanted Oswald moved as soon as possible. 

As I recall I had a second conversation with Captain Frits regarding 
Decker wanting to move Oswald as soon as possible. Frits stated 
that I should call Chief Curry. 

About 61OO A.M. I sttonpted to call Chief Curry at home. The 
telephone was buoy, and after about fifteen minutes, I asked the 
operator to check the line for conversation. She reported trouble 
on the line. 

By tlj.s tine it wao opproximately 61 15 A.M., and Captain C.£. Talbert 
relieved Be. I told Talbert of the threat, of the Deputy £iheriff'» 
call, and my attempt to contact Chief Ourry. Captain Talbert said 
he would send a squad by the residence of Chief Ourry and have hia 
call the office.
